13. (New) The iron type golf club head of claim 1, wherein the secondary cavity 
comprises a first inner surface forming a lower extremity of the secondaiy cavity and a second 
inn^ surface forming an upper extremity of the secondary cavity, each of the first and second 
inner surfaces extending between the first and second ends and being substantially parallel to a 
surface when the iron type golf club head is in contact with the siiiface via the sole, 
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14. (New) The iron type golf club head of claim 1, whereiji the secondary cavity 
comprises an elliptical, cavity, 

15. (New) The iron type golf club head of claim 1 , wherein the secondary cavity is 
configured to support at least one weight adjustment member selected from one of a plurality of 
weight adjustment membors, each of the plurality of weight adjustment members being 
associated with at least one of a plurality of shafts.

17. (New) A golf club head comprismgi 

' a body having a front face for impact with a golf ball, a back face, a heel portion, and a . = 
toe portion; 

a hosel coupled to the heel portion of the body, the hosel having a longimdinal axis; 

a perimeter weighting element protruding rearwardly from the front face defining a 
primary cavity in the back face> the primary cavity having a bottom surface, the perimeter 
weiring element including^a top rail extending between the heel and toe portions alotxg an 
upper portion of the body, the perimeter weig^iting element also including a sole extending 
between the heel and toe portions along a lower portion of the body; and 

an interior wall extending from a first end connected to the perimeter weighting element 
adjacent the heel portion through the primary cavity betwera the top rail and the sole to a second 
end connected to the perimeter weighting element adjacent to the toe portion defining a 
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secondary cavity within the primary cavity to cany at least one weight adjustment member 

selected ftom a plurality of weight adjustment members, the interior wall beitig integrally formed 

on the bottom surface of the primary cavity and extending from the bottom surface of th^ 

primary cavity in a direction that is substantially perpendicular to the longitudinal axis of tiie 

hosel so that the interior wall is substantially parallel to a surface when the sole is resting on the 

surface. 

18. (New) A golf club head of claim 17, wherein the interior waJl comprises a height 
dimension that varies between the first and second ends thereof witii the height diniension of the 
interior wall being greater at the second end than at the first end. 

19. (New) A golf club head of claim 17, wherein the secondary cavity comprises an 
elliptical cavity. 

20. (New) A golf club head of claim 17, wherein each of the plurality of weight 
adjustmCTt m^bers is associated with at least one of a plurality of shafts. 

21 . (New) A golf club head of claim 17, wherein the golf club head is associated with 
at least one of an iron-type golf club or a wedge-type golf club. 

22. (New) A golf club head of claim 17 further comprising a notch formed on the 

hosel.

perpendicular to the longitudinal axis of the hosel, 

wherdn the tuning port comprises a first inner surface forming a lower extremity of the 
tuning port and a second iimer surface forming an upper extremity of tite tuning port, each of the 
first and second inner surfaces extending between the first and second ends and being 
substantially parallel to a surface when the golf club head is laying on the surface via the sole. 

24. (New) A gplf club head of claim 23, wherein the tuning port secondary cavity 
comprises a first inner surface forming a lower extremity of the tuning port and a second inner 
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surface forming an \ipper extremity of the tuning port^.each of the first and second inner surfaces 

extending bebveen the first and second ends and being substantially parallel to the surface when 

the golf club head is laying on the surface via the sole. 

25. Olew) A golf club head of claim 23, wherein the interior wall comprises a height 
dimension that varies between the first and second ends thereof with the height dimension of the 
interior wall being greater at the second end than at the first end. 

26. (New) A golf club head of claim 23, wherein the tuning port comprises an 
elliptical-shaped configuration. 

27. (New) A golf club head- of claim 23^ wherein the golf club head is associated with 
at least one 6f an iron-type golf club or a wedge-type golf club. 

28. (New) A gqlf club head of claim 23, wherein each of the plurality of weight 
adjustment memb^ is associated with at least one of a plurality of shafts. 

29. (New) A golf club head of claim 23 further comprising a notch foimed on the 

hosel. 
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
